Five thousand bricks were spilled 
and 
a 
truck-trailer belonging to 
tile Al wine Brick company of New 
Oxford was damaged in an accident 
at 12:30 o’clock this afternoon on 
the bridge th at crosses Middle creek 
about six miles from Gettysburg on 
the Emmitsburg road.

W alsh said the act was th e p rin ­ 
cipal w eapon to break up "a traffic 
in stolen, or bootleg coal, w hich 
reached such proportions w hen the 
law was enacted as to th re a te n the 
m orale an d w elfare of th e people of 
th e sta te .” 
D uring 1935 and 1936, W alsh a s­ 
serted. m ore th a n bOO.OOO tons ol coal 
unlaw fully appropriated from ow n­ 
ers of P ennsylvania m ines, was c a r­ 
ried over New Jersey highw ays. 
W alsh said th ere was no favor 
shown railroads by the act because 
"thorough surveys have shown th a t 
th ere is no stolen coal carried over 
railro ad s.”
